This Reply is ſomething more copi- 
ous than the former, which I had the 
Honour of preſenting to your Lordſhip 
in March laſt : The new Arguments that 
have been urged to evade Payment, re- 
quiring freſh Reafons to endeavour to 
enforce it. 


I was in great Hopes, that the good 
Faith, Honour, and Punctuality of the 
Shaniſ Nation, would have made this 
Pablication unneceſſary. But finding, 
that they have abſolutely refuſed Pay- 
ment of the Ranſom Bills, drawn upon 
their Treaſury by the Governor of Ma- 
zi/a, and do now claim the Reſtitution 
cf the Galeon, I am conſtrained, for 
the Sake of thoſe brave Men, to whom 


J am obliged and indebted for my Sue- 


ceſs, to aſſert their Rights, in the beſt 


Manner I am able. 
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Many of them, My Lord, from the 
too uſual and ſanguine Hopes of their 
Profeſſion, have already anticipated their 
ſuppoſed Profits, and may live to re- 
pent their fatal Succeſs in a Jail z unleſs 
the powerful Interceſſion of the Govern- 
ment will reſcue them from impend- 
ing Miſery or Deſtruction. They vainly 
look up to me for that Protection, which 
in their Names, I again requeſt from 
your Lordſhip's good Offices. 


I muſt add, that the calumnious and 
envenomed Attack upon my own Cha- 
rater, demands the moſt public Juſti- 
fication : Being deſcribed both at Home 
and Abroad, as a Man void of all Faith, 
Principle, or common Honeſty ; and ſo, 
indeed, I ſhould be moſt deſervedly 
thought, were I guilty even of the 
ſmalleſt Part of what the Spaniſh Me- 
morial accuſes me. A Dey of Tunis, 
or Algiers, would bluſh to make uſe of 
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ſo black an Inſtrument of Perfidy and 
Piracy, I owe, therefore, this open Vin- 
dication of my Conduct, both to my 
Sovereign, and to my Country, whoſe

| derations ; (for ſomething of a dark and 
private Treaty has been whiſpered about) | 
but, I thank Heaven! my Behaviour has * 

been ſuch as will bear the Light of 


3 Day; and the all-ſearching Eye of 
Truth. 
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The Spaniards have aſſigned my 
Breach of Faith in the Capitulation, as 
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one Reaſon for their Refuſal of Payment: 
I cannot, therefore, ſervilely ſtoop, or 
ſubmit to the heavy Load of Guilt, with 
which they have endeavoured to over- 
whelm me. But perhaps, a Second 
Gondemar * is arrived amongſt us: 
Yet the Happineſs of the Times, we 
have the good Fortune to live in, for- 
bids me to carry the Alluſion any far- 
ther; nor have I the Vanity to com- 
pare myſelf to the great Raleigh, even 
in Miniature; a very unjuſt and vin- 
dictive Accuſation, forms the only Part 
of the Parallel betwixt us. But as the 
execrable Days of James the Firſt 


can never be renewed under the Reign 


of our moſt juſt, good, and gracious 
Sovereign, I will not harbour the leaſt 
Suſpicion that I ſhall reſemble that 
illuſtrious Man in his Misfortunes ; 
or remain unprotected, or be facrificed 


A famous Spaniſh Ambaſſador, in the Reign 
of James the Firſt. 
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for my poor Endeavours to ſerve my 
King and Country; to whoſe Judg- 
ments I moſt dutifully and humbly ſub- 
mit my Cauſe.

PHE Engliſb Generals who made them- 

ſelves Maſters of Manila propoſed, 
on the * Fifth of October, 1762, a Capitula- 
tion tothe Archbiſhop, whoacted as Gover- 
nor ; by which they promiſed to preſerve 
the City from Pillage, if the Governor 
and principal Magiſtrates would conſent 
to, and ſign the Articles of, the ſaid Ca- 
pitulation ; which they were forced to 
do, being threatened to be put to the 
Sword, in Caſe of Refuſal. 


Notwithſtanding this ſhameful Capitu- 
lation, extorted and ſigned by the Means 
of Violence and Rigor, General Draper

Therefore the ſaid Capitulation ought 
to be void, becauſe it was ſigned by 
force; and becauſe General Draper firſt 
violated and broke the Capitulation, by 
permitting the City to be pillaged. 
Conſequently, that Capitulation only, 
which was propoſed by the Governor, 
accepted of, and figned by Admiral Cor- 
niſb and General Draper, upon the Se- 
venth of October, ought to be conſidered 
and reſpected in this Affair. 


The Firſt Article of which grants to 
the Inhabitants of Manila, the peaceable 
and quiet Poſſeſſions of all their Effects; 
the Fourth and Sixth grant them the Li- 
berty of Commerce, under the Protection 
of his Britannich Majeſty. 
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REFUTATIO N. 


I is a known and univerſal Rule of 

War amongſt the moſt civilized Na- 
tions, that Places taken by Storm, with- 
out any Capitulation, are ſubject to all 
the Miſeries that the Conquerors may 
chuſe to inflict, 


Manila, my Lord, was in this horrid 
Situation; of Conſequence the Lives of 
the Inhabitants, with all belonging to 


them, were entirely at our Mercy. But 


Chriſtianity, Humanity, the Dignity of 
our Nation, and our own Feelings as 
Men, induced us not to exert the utmoſt 


Rigours of the Profeſſion, againſt thoſe 


wretched Suppliants ; although my own 
Secretary, Lieutenant Fyyar, had been 
murdered, as he was carrying a Flag 
of Truce to the Town. The Admiral 
and I told the Archbiſhop and principal 

Magiſtrates, 
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Magiſtrates, that we were defirous to 
fave ſo fine a City from Deſtruction, or- 
dered them to withdraw, conſult, and 
propoſe ſuch Terms of Compenſation 
as might ſatisfy the Fleet and Army, 
and exempt them from Pillage, and its 
fatal Conſequences. 


The Propoſals they gave in, were the 
very fame, which the Spaniards moſt 
artfully call a Second Capitulation ; and 
were afterwards agreed to, and confirm- 
ed by us (with a few Reſtrictions) but at 
that time were ſo unſuitable to their def- 
perate Situation, that we rejected them 
as unſatisfactory and inadmiſſible. As 
Conquerors, we took the Pen, and dic- 
tated thoſe Terms of the Ranſom which 
the Spaniards thought proper to ſubmit to; 
for they had the Alternative, either to be 
paſſive under the Horrors of a Pillage, or 
compound for their Preſervation ; they 
accepted the latter, 

C The 
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The Ohje&ion and Pretence of Force 
and Violence may be made uſe of to 
evade any military Agreements whatſo- 
ever, where the two Parties do not treat 
upon an Equality ; for who, in War, will 
ſubmit to an inconvenient and prejudi- 
cial Compact, unleſs from Force ? But 
have the Spaniards forgot their own 
Hiſtories ? Or will they not remember 
the juſt Indignation expreſſed ' againſt 
Francis the Firſt, who pleaded the 
like Subterfuge of Force and Violence, 
to evade the Treaty made after the bat- 
tle of Pavia, and his Captivity ? - 


Should ſuch elufive Doctrines prevail, 
it will be impoſlible, hereafter, for the 
Vanquiſhed to obtain any Quarter or 
Terms whatſoever : The War will be 
carried on uſque ad internecionem; and if 
a Sovereign ſhall refuſe to confirm the 
Conditions ſtipulated by his Subjects, 
who are in ſuch critical Situations, the 


Con- 
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Conſequences are too horrid to men- 
tion, 


By the ſame fallacious Sophiſtry, a 
State may object to the Payment of the 
Ranſoms of Ships taken at Sea, and to 
Contributions levied in a Country which 
is the Seat of War. But it is always al- 
lowed, that in ſuch Caſes, a Part muſt 
be ſacrificed to ſave the Whole; and 
ſurely, when by the Laws of War, we 
were entitled to the Whole, it was a great 
Degree of Moderation to be contented 


with a Part. 


The Deſtruction that we could have 
occaſioned, would have trebled the Loſs 
they ſuffer by the Payment of the Ran- 
ſom. The rich Churches and Con- 
vents, the King of Spain's own Palace, 
with its ſuperb and coſtly Furniture, 
the magnificent Buildings of every Sort, 


the Fortifications, Docks, Magazines, 
C 2 Founde- 


— — 
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Founderies, Cannon, and in ſhort the 


Whole might have been entirely ruined, 
the Spaniſb Empire in Aſia ſubverted, 
and the Fruits of their religious Miſſion 
Joſt for ever, together with the Lives 
of many Thouſand Inhabitants, who 
were ſpared by our Humanity, As a 
ſuitable and grateful Return for this 
Lenity, the Spaniſo Memorial affirms, 
that after the Capitulation was ſigned, 
General Draper ordered, or permitted, 
the City to be ſacked and pillaged for 
forty Hours together, by four Thouſand 
Engliſh, who plundered it of more than 
a Million of Dollars. 


As my own Character, both as an 
Officer, and a Man of Honour, is fo 
wickedly attacked by this unjuſt Accu- 
ſation, J muſt beg Leave to ſtate the 
the whole Affair, in its true Light; 
and do appeal for its Veracity to the 
Teſtimonies of every Officer and Soldier, 


who 
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who ſerved in the Expedition, and to all 
of the Marine Department. 


We entered Manila by Storm, on the 
6th of Ofeober 1762, with an Handful 
of Troops, whoſe Total amounted to 
little more than Two Thouſand ; a 
motley Compoſition of Seamen, Sol- 
diers, Seapoys, Cafres, Laſcars, Topa- 
ſees, French and German Deſerters. 


Many of the Houſes had been aban- 
doned by the frighted Inhabitants, and 
were burſt open by the Violence of 
Shot, or Exploſion of Shells. Some of 
theſe were entered and pillaged. But 
all military Men know, how difficult 
it is to reſtrain the Impetuoſity of Troops 
in the firſt Fury of an Aſſault, eſpe- 
cially when compoſed of ſuch a Variety 
and Confuſion of People, who differed 
as much in Sentiments and Language, 
as in Dreſs and Complexion. 


Several 


ito 
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Several Hours elapſed, before the prin- 
cipal Magittrates could be brought to 
a Conference; during that Interval, the 
Inhabitants were undoubtedly great Suf- 
ferers. But, my Lord, this Violence 
was antecedent to our Settling the Terms 
of the Capitulation, and by the Laws 
of War, the Place, with all it's Con- 
tents, became the unqueſtionable Pro- 
perty of the Captors, until a ſufficient 
Equivalent was given in Lieu of it. 
That ſeveral Robberies were committed, 
after the Capitulation was ſigned, is not 
to be denied; for Avarice, Want, and 
Rapacity, are ever inſatiable : But that 
the Place was pillaged for Forty Hours, 
and that Pillage authorized and permit- 
ted by me, is a noſt falſe and infamous 
Aﬀertion, The People of Manila, my 
Lord, have impoſed upon their Court, 
by a Repreſentation of Facts, which 


never exiſted; and to make ſuch a 
groundleſs

groundleſs Charge the Reaſon for ſet- 
ting aſide, and evading a ſolemn Cai- 
tulation, 1s a Proceeding unheard of 
until now, and as void of Decency, as 
Common Senle. 


The following Extras from the Pub- 
lick Orders, given out the very Day we 
entered the Town, will ſufficiently con- 
vince your Lordſhip, of my conſtant 
Attention to the Preſervation of thoſe un- 
grateful People; who have almoſt taught 
me to believe, that Humanity and 
Compaſſion are Crimes.

J hope the feregoing Extracts, are 
ſufficient to vindicate my Character. 
Moreover, the ſtricteſt Search was made 
on board the Squadron by the Admiral's 
Orders, and amongſt the Troops, to 
recover what had been ſtolen and ſe- 
creted; and all the Money, Plate, and 
Jewels, ſo recovered, were put into the 
3 Treaſury,

Treaſury, and allowed, and accepted of 
as Part of the Ranſom. 


Now let us examine the Foundation 
of all the Spaniſb Pretenſions. In the firſt 
Place, they have miſ-ſtated the Propoſi- 
tions, and made our Propoſals antecedent 
to theirs, which is impofſible. For how 
could our Fourth Propoſition take Notice 
of, and conſent to theirs, unleſs from a 
previous Knowledge and Peruſal of what 
they had to offer ? And indeed, the whole 
Force of the Spaniſh Arguments, de- 
pends entirely upon the Second Capitu- 
lation, as they are pleaſed to term it : 
But the Liberty of Commerce, and all 
the other Privileges which they there 
inſiſt upon, were granted conditionally, 
upon their Compliance with the Fourth 
Article of our Propoſitions. It expreſs- 
ly declares, that the Propoſals contained 
in the Paper, delivered on the Part of 
his Excellency the Governor and his 
Council, will be liſtened to, and con- 

firmed 
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firmed to them, upon their Payment 
of Four Millions of Dollars ; the Half 
| to be paid immediately, the other Half 
} to be paid in a Time to be agreed upon; 
and Hoſtages “ and Security given for 
that Purpoſe. It is therefore moſt evi- 
dent, that they had not the leaſt Sha- 
dow of Right to any Privileges, until 


1 this Article was moſt punctually ful- 
filled. 


How it has been fulfilled, has been 
f but too clearly manifeſted, by the Court 
N of Spain's Refuſal to pay the Two 
Millions of Dollars, for which we truſt- 
ed to the Honour and Punctuality of 
that Nation. Until that Sum is paid, 
it is impoſſible even to name the Galeon. 


* When Colonel Draper left Manila, all the 
Oyidores, (the firſt Magiſtrates of the Place) were 
taken as Hoſtages: What has been done with them 
ſince that Time, he ſuppoſes Mr. Drake, the De- 
puty Governor, will inform the Eaft India Com- 
pany, and the Miniſtry. 
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T is now pictended that the Spaniſh 

Governor exceeded his Powers, that 
he had no Authority to draw Bills, of 
ſuch a Nature, upon his Court : But will 
not unforeſeen Events, demand unfore- 
ſeen Expedients ? In Europe, where the 
Diſtance will allow of it, it is undoubted- 
ly the Duty of every Governor or Com- 
mander, to conſult his Sovereign (if an 
Opportunity offers) before he preſumes 
to give his Conſent to, or ratify any Agree- 
ment that may be prejudicial or dif- 
honourable to his Crown. Bur can ſuch 
Formalities be required or obſcrved at the 


Diſtance of half the Globe ? The Per- 
ſons 
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ſons entruſted with ſuch remote Com- 
mands, muſt be left to their own Diſ- 
cretion ; to the Fertility or Barrenneſs of 
their own Invention and Reſources. A 
State may undoubtedly puniſh the Man 
who is found to have betrayed its Dig- 
nity or Intereſts; but at all Events, it 
muſt abide by his Deciſions, how pre- 
judicial ſoever. 


We find in Hiſtory, that the Romans 
haveſometimes delivered upto the Enemy 
ſuch of their Generals, who had made a 
ſhameful or diſadvantageous Peace, with- 
out the Conſent or Approbation of the 
Senate : But that Practice has been uni- 
verſally condemned upon the trueſt Rea- 
ſons ; becauſe the Delivery of an Indi- 
vidual could never be adequate to the Ad- 
yantages they might acquire by the break- 
ing of a bad Treaty; or compenſate 
their Enemies for the Opportunities and 


Advantages they might giye up, or loſe, 
upon 


1 01 
upon the Faith of ſuch an Agree- 


ment. 


I flatter myſelf that the Spaniards will 
not copy that great Nation in its Defects, 
but imitate its Virtues, 


It is alſo aſſerted, that the Ranſom 
Bills were given and accepted only to 
preſerve the private Property of the In- 
habitants : But I do moſt ſolemnly aver, 
my Lord, that the Ranſom was general, 
as well as particular. Can Six Hundred 
Pieces of Braſs and Iron Ordnance ? can 
the Fortifications of the Citadel and 
Town of Manila, with thoſe of the Citadel 
and Port of Cavite, the publick and royal 
Magazines, Store - houſes, Docks, &c. 
be called private Property ? They be- 
longed, moſt undoubtedly, to his Catho- 
lic Majeſty, and by the ſtern Rules of our 
Profeſſion, might have been deſtroyed, 
had the Admiral and I been diſpoſed to 
have carried on the War with that Bar- 
barity, of which other Nations have more 

x than

than once ſet us the Example : But we 
conſidered rather how Engliſhmen. ſhould 
act, than what our Enemies might have 
ſuffered. But let us, for a Moment, ad- 
mit that the Bills were drawn for the 
ſake of preſerving private Property only : 
Even in that Caſe the Spaniards are 
bound in Honour to oblige the People of 
Manila to pay the Money ; and they are 
now very able to diſcharge the Debt, 
fince they have received all the Treaſure 
of the Pbilippina Galeon. 


Our Court has ſhewed them a moſt 
bright and laudable Example, by taking 
Care that all the Ranſom Bills, due even 
to the Enemy's Privateers, ſhould be moſt 
punctually paid, ſince the Concluſion of 
the Peace. Surely ſuch upright Pro- 
ceedings on our Side will infuſe the fame 
religious Obſervance of good Faith in all 
concerned in this Buſineſs, Otherwiſe 
we muſt ſay with Grotius, ab Injuſtitid 
excuſari nequeunt, qui, cum pacta impro- 

bent, 
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bent, tamen retinent, que, fine pactis non 
haberent. They cannot avoid the Im- 
« putation of Injuſtice, who difapprove 
ce of Treaties, and yet keep Poſſeſſion of 


* what they could not have been poſſeſſed 
« of, but by the Mezns of thoſe Treaties.” 


We have an indiſputable Right to Ma- 
nila, and all its Dependencies, if the 
Ranſom Bulls are not faithfully paid. 


I do therefore, my Lord, in the Names 
of all concerned (the Navy, Army, and 
Eaſt India Company) implore the Aſſiſ- 
tance and Protection of the Government, 
and its effectual good Offices, to maintain 
onr moſt juſt Rights, and recover the 


Part of the Ranſom as yet unpaid.
